PURPOSE:To inexpensively obtain a carbonated cured material having high strength and high 
hardness by treating an alkaline earth metal hydroxide with an inorganic carbonate by a wet method 
CONSTITUTION: 100 pts.wt. alkaline earth metal hydroxide [e.g., Ca(OH)2 or Mg(OH)2] is blended 
with 30-20 pts.wt. inorganic carbonate such as Na2C03, 20-5 pts.wt. organic carbonate compound 
such as methylamine carbonate or 30-20 pts.wt. isocyanate compound such as urethane, water and 
optionally an aggregate such as sand, a powdery filler such as talc, pigment or a blowing agent, etc., to 
give a kneaded material. Then the kneaded material is cast into a mold, set and cured to give a 
carbonated cured material having about 6X10<-4> shrinkage ratio. 
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
